There Is much dissatisfaction with
the harbor lines In fropt of the city,
and the government engineers will be
asked to make a thorough revision.
The lines were established many years
ago, before the Enag lsland jetty had
ruined ‘Astoria harbor, and there has
been no change except in the east end
pince that time. The result is that
{here In ‘very poor depth at many im-
portant points. It is learned that an
Astorian who Ia anxious to bulld &
large wharf has been trylng to buy
300 feet of frontage that would afford
good depth. He secured an option of
property between the co-operative can-
nery and the Tallant-Grant cannery,
bul the best depth to be found there
wos 10 1.2 feet. Afterawrds he offer-
ed 325,000 for frontage near the 0. R
& N. wharf, but the offer was refused
the owner demanding ‘330,000, The
harbor lines should be extended In
many places, for with thelr present P-
culion the commercial interests of the
oity are shut off from deep water.

Superintendent Dorsey B. Smith, of
the 0. R. & N. Co,, ls making a mod-
ern railroad out of the north beach nar-
row gauge, which once enjoyed the dis-
tinetion of being operated without the
formality of a time wschedule. The
rolling stock of the road has lately been
fitted with automatic eouplers and alr
prakes, contributing much to its safety
and convenlence, Bix thousand  hew
tles are being placed In the road bed
andsothe couaches and engines are be-
ing overhauled, painted and put in or-
der for heavy traffie during the coming
peason. Mr, Smith hopes to be able
to perfect plans for a summer service
between the north and south beaches
which will make Intercourse between
the rival resorts far more ensy than in
the past. The genial superintendent

pristors of the Oregon and Washington
resorts, And that, If convenlent trans-
portation facllities were afforded, most
people would visit both beaches before
leaving the coast and an interchange
of felendly feeling would be conducive
to more pleasant relitions as well as
to Increased business.
